BROOKFIELD  PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1975  the  Planning  Board  recommended  amendments  to  the 
Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinances  and  the  Building  Regulations  which 
were  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  Town.  These  amendments  included  clar- 
ification and  definition  of  home  occupations,  additional  protection  for 
the  Town's  wetland  areas,  as  well  as  provision  for  a  Certificate  of  Occu- 
pancy for  new  buildings  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

There  were  twenty  Planning  Board  meetings  and  eight  public  hearings 
for  subdivisions  and  Ordinance  changes.  Eight  proposed  subdivisions 
were  considered,  with  many  on-site  inspections.  Seven  subdivisions  were 
approved,  thereby  creating  nine  new  building  lots.  Reports  were  sent  to 
voters  in  explanation  of  proposed  ordinance  changes  before  the  town 
meeting. 

Further  changes  in  the  Building  Regulations  will  be  presented  at  the 
March    2,    1976    annual    meeting    for    the    approval    of    the    Town.
